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California Tuberculosis Association Meet 


- Mr. William F. Higby, secretary of the California 
Tuberculosis Association, has issued the program for 
‘the annual meeting of the association, which will be 
held at Hotel Coronado, Friday and Saturday, March 
10 and 11. Representative individuals who are 
engaged in tuberculosis control will deliver addresses. 


The most outstanding feature will be presented at 


the closing session Saturday evening, when Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Park, general director of the New York 
Health Department Bureau of Laboratories, and Dr. 
Camille Kereszturi, his associate, will deliver 
addresses on the subject of B.C.G. immunization. 
Dr. Park will discuss the safety of this inoculation, 
virulence of the bacilli, and the amount of resistance 
to the infection developed by vaccination. Dr. Keresz- 
turi will make a comparison of the fate of children 
with and without B.C. G. vaccination in tuberculous 
and nontuberculous families. These men have been 
brought to California by the California Tuberculosis 
Association as its special guests, in order that the 
medical profession of the State may receive the latest 
and most authentic information relative to the prog- 
ress of B. C. G. immunization. Prior to the Coronado 
meeting, Dr. Park and his associate will appear in 
Los Angeles under the auspices of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Health Association, and at a later date Dr. 
Park will have charge of a two-day public health 
institute in San Franciseo under the auspices of the 
Northern California Public Health Association. 

The Coronado meeting of the California Tuber- 
culosis Association will be divided into a clinical sec-

tion and a sociological section. Among the health 


officers who will appear on the program are Dr. John 
J. Sippy, Health Officer of San Joaquin County, 
Stockton; Dr. J. D. Dunshee, City Health Officer of 
Pasadena; Dr. R. C. Main, Health Officer of Santa 
Barbara County; and Dr. A. Hieronymus, City 
Health Officer of Oakland. Dr. Walter Brown, sec- 
retary of the Northern California Public Health 
Association, will deliver an address on adult educa- 
tion and Dr. W. P. Shepard, secretary of the West- 
ern Branch of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion, will preside over the section devoted to early 
diagnosis. Dr. Sippy will discuss racial tuberculosis 
and sociological problems; Dr. Dunshee will talk 
about the assistance to be rendered the official agency 


program in the rural community, and Dr. Hierony- 
mus will speak upon a similar program in a metro- 
politan community. 

The Mexican tuberculosis problem will receive 
attention in the clinical section in a paper by Dr. 
P. K. Telford of Los Angeles, with discussions by Dr. 
W. H. Bucher, Olive View Sanatorium, Dr. R. L. 
Cunningham, Los Angeles, and Dr. Karl Fischel, 
Duarte.

BOTULISM FROM HOME-CANNED PRODUCTS 


REPORTED 


Two cases of botulism have been reported from 
San Luis Obispo County, one of which proved fatal. 
The source was traced to the consumption of home- 
canned green peppers and to other products which 
contained green peppers in combination with chile or 
tomatoes. The first victim was taken ill on the night 


of February 16, suffering from disturbed vision and 


paralysis of the throat. He died at noon of February 
17, shortly after entering the hospital. On the fol- 
lowing day, February 18, his wife was taken ill, expe- 
riencing difficulty in swallowing, marked disturbance 
of vision, and difficulty in walking. At the present 
writing, she is seriously ill in the hospital. 

It would appear that at this season of the year, 
when home-canned products are consumed in larger 
quantities than at any other season of the year, there 


is great danger of botulism occurring among indi- 


viduals who eat improperly packed home products. 
In the WEEKLY BULLETIN of February 4, a warning 


relative to the use of home-canned products was 


printed. 

‘Two other cases of botulism, due to the use of home- 
canned products, occurred in San Luis Obispo County 
in December and the health officer, Dr. Allen F. 
Gillihan, distributed 500 mimeographed bulletins 
warning the public of the dangers that are associated 
with the consumption of improperly packed home- 
canned vegetables and other products. It should be 
repeated that, to be safe, vegetables canned by ordi- 
nary methods in the home should be thoroughly boiled 
after removal from the can for at least thirty minutes 


. before serving.

HOPE FOR ERADICATION 


‘One has only to look back across the years of the 
first quarter of this century to be impressed with the 
progress made against syphilis and gonococeus infec- 
tions. It is probable that the protection of the eye 
from the ravages of these diseases will rank first in 
the advances of the next decade. The freeing of pre- 
natal life from them will rank as a close second in 
the list of achievements. The joining of medical and 
social forces in a successful drive against these diseases 
in family life is destined to rank high. Industrial 
measures may be expected to follow the encouraging 


examples of the Army and Navy Medical Corps in 


dealing frankly and effectively with these problems. 
By such processes of attrition it might be forecast 
that the accessible and susceptible victims of the ‘great 
imitator’ or ‘killer’ syphilis, and the ‘great sterilizer’ 
—gonorrhea, may be reduced gradually to those 
migratory, promiscuous, careless individuals who have 
no homes, are not employed, and do not produce chil- 
dren. There is much to support the view that these 
diseases, like some others, may be reduced to a point 
in prevalence below which they can not maintain 
themselves in the community and accordingly begin to 
die out.’’—William F’.

DOCTOR PARK TO TALK IN LOS ANGELES 


Dr. William H. Park, Director of Laboratories of 


the New York City Department of Health, will 
address a meeting held under the auspices of the 
Southern California Public Health Association at

of March 9. Dr. Park will discuss the control of 
diphtheria and the use of immune serum in the pre- 
vention of the spread of communicable diseases in 
institutions. Dr. Park’s assistant, Dr. Kereszturi,

immunization in the control of tuberculosis. 


SMALLPOX MORE PREVALENT 


During the last few weeks of 1932, smallpox was 
less prevalent in California than it has been for many 


years. During the latter part of December and in 


January, however, a marked increase in the incidence 
of the disease occurred, particularly in Los Angeles 
and Santa Clara counties. In Los Angeles, the first 
croup of cases appeared in a Mexican camp in the 
Southern Pacific freight yards across the river. 
Approximately 5000 vaccinations have been per- 
formed during the past few weeks. 
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TYPHOID FROM RAW FISH 
A group of five Japanese gardeners in San Mateo 


County recently ate raw smelts which had been pre- 


pared in vinegar and salt. Within a few hours after- 
ward, all suffered from an acute intestinal disturb- 
ance and two of them developed typhoid fever. 

An investigation revealed the fact that these smelts 


had been caught in the bay of San Francisco, near 


South San Francisco. It appears that young smelts 
feed at sewer outlets in the San Francisco Bay and 
when about five inches long they go to sea for further 
development. It is said that fishermen have been 


catching these young fish in the San Francisco Bay, 


catches being as great as four hundred pounds at a 
time. 
finding evidence of the presence of sewage in their 
internal organs. It is understood that until six 
months ago it was unlawful to catch these young fish 
which are found in the bay feeding at sewer outlets. 
Steps are being taken to prevent the practice. At all 


events, it is unsafe to eat raw fish and raw clams, as" 
well, which are taken from sections of the San Fran- 


cisco Bay where sewage is deposited.
